find a very able article upon the stt

"Wo boliovo tho Canadian Pacific Kail- 
way will not cost, at tho outaido, moro 
than §20,000 a milo its entire length." 
Our ooutemi)orary does not ask to bo be- 
lieved on its-moro naked assortion; but 
it iwell sustains that aaaertion with arg[u-^ 
mSnty njid\ fact; 'Referring to the wild 
statompnt.s put forward by the Grits jn ro"- 
gar'd to the cost of tlio work, it suya: 

" 'Now mark how plain a talo shall put 
you down.' Tho actual building of tho 
Union Pacific cost 825,000 a milo. Tho Ca- 
nadian Pftoiflo will bo 2,700 miles in 
length, and if it costs at ^tho,- s^ifpo rftte 
thfe counfa-y must pay 8d7}WH);000!^foi>' >it. 
But then this §'25,000 a milo -was in cnr- 
rGncy,and gold was at an average i)remium 
of fifty per cont. during tho construction 
of tho road, whilo labor was higher and 
all material was higher than with us oi- 
copt in tho one item of iron. This is very 
high jurtt now; but it does not follow that 
it will remain so. High prices stimulate 
production: and we hopn to boo every 
pound of tho iron for tho Pacifio Eailway 
dug from Canadian niinos and msnufao- 
tured in Canadian shops by Canadian arti- 
sans. However that may bo, if tho Uni- 
on Pacilio cost but §25,000 a mUo, it would 
bo a very liberal estimate to say that tho 
Ganadimi Pacifio will cost 820,000; and if 
it cost that tho total will amount to fifty- 
four millions, instead of the enormous 
sums so freely talked about by the Oppo- 
sition." 

If thi.'i estimato bo correct, and ■wo must 
confess it looks correct, tho cost of tho 
railway will only bo about ono-half of 
what its friends reckoned it at, and about 
one-fourth of what its onomios |put it at. 
If this ostinuvtc bo anything near correct, 
who can possibly doubt tlio readinosB of 
capital to undertake tho work upon tho, 
as it would now appear, too favorable 
terms pr<)])osed by tho Dominion Govorn- 
mont? Fifty million aores of laud and 
thirty iiiillious of gokl ought Buroly to 
produce a road wortli tifty-four millions. 
It is stated that American companios Lavo 
boon enabled to realize at the average rato 
of ton dollars an acre for thoir land. Fifty 
million acres at ten dollars an aero would 
represent five hundred millions of dollars. 
Thoro is not an American railway along 
whoso route tho land promised to bo of 
greater valuo than that through which 
tho Canadian Pacific Kailway will pass. 
It will run through tho centre of what 
has very properly been designated tho 
"Fertile Belli'* j^,w]]|>jki even American 
writers have alluded to as "The Garden of 
North America," — what Horace Greoloj' 
himself called "Tho Qranoryjof America." 
Thoro can be no manner of doubt that 
wlmtovor company may bo enabled to 
secure the contract upon the terms pro- 
pounded by the Canadian Qoveroment 
and sanctioned by; Parliament will realize 
an enormous profflt^rom it.

An Unprejutliced Opinion. 

"^'j'^Cnarles A. Surnnoi-, an American gon- 
'ttemaiij recently lebtureil nt San Francis- 
co. before a.largoauclicnco, bin subjoot be- 
ing a to\i:r thi'dkgh Canada and the Easl- 
crn coursp of his remarks 

Mr. Sumner gftve a graphic doscription 
of his visit to the Domimon n- little over 
a year ago, from wliioll i'liilroad jaunt ho' 
stated ho derived "jiuioli unalloyed haj)- 
piness," and during whifli "ho wan Hur- 
prisod by so many glorious pictures of 
river, lake and land." Mr. Suinnor Htatfld 
tliat "lie felt bound by gratitude aud the 
obligation of an unfettered yowj" , to testi- 
fy 8omo\vh(n'e and somehow the ' i^ltfasnra 
and profit ho had derived from his visit to 
our Canadian nuighbors. After a plea- 
sant and fast railway journey, described 
■with life and liunior, both as to Roonery 
and fellow passengers, Mr. Sumner ar- 
rived on the Canadian lino, and procood- 
od to give f ull deapriptions of Victoria 
bridge, Montreal aiid Quebeio, which evi- 
dently interested his audience. The lec- 
turer made soirii> hints at the railway mo- 
nopoly, of \v!uc'li the following are the 
principal: Speaking of a citizen of Mon- 
treal who had made an immense fortune 
in the Grand Trunk liailroad enterprise, 
Mr. Sumner stated that he was held in 
esteem by the people -on aocoant of the 
sagacity and perseverenco ho manitieBted 
in pushing liis nianimoth railroad under- 
taking. A niiin who hud been largely in- 
strumental in building '2,000 miles of rail- 
way which vastly contril)utod to build up 
a multitude of mercantile enterprises in 
the principal cities of the Dominion, and 
who had never manifested any dispoai- 
tion to corner the coal-oil markets in the 
Canadas, or clear up all margins of i)ri- 
vate prolits by railroad subsidies. "While 
gazing .at tho fair country dwelling of this 
great man, the lecturer's mind traveled 
across the continent; he said: "I thought 
how another dwelling looked in a city of 
impo.sitions and extortions on tho banks of 
the Sacramento; aud I was glad to reach 
tho summit of the mountain and looked 
down upon tliat river (uty which did not 
beget and foster, and probably would not 
Bocially or politically tolerate, a character 
precisely opposite to the one I was con- 
templating, working out a characteristic 
history under similar circumstances." Mr. 
Sumuer also said, when speaking of Wil- 
liam Molson, onoof tho leading Ijankers of 
Montreal: '•On subsociuent inquiry, I as- 
certained that ho ^s•a3 . never accused 
or suspected of cornering, anybody 
in gold', stocks, • or ' cereals, or indulg- 
ing in any illegitimate Ri)(>cnla- 
tions; that he no\(>r kept a scralilio: 
that he never (-hiinicd to be an orjihan af- 
ter ho had boi'onu' we;dthy; that ho never 
proposed in any manner to injure his own 
city by establishing a rival, aud thus 
bladkmailing the inhabitaats»ot(t of a few 
millions of extra taxes," and the lecturer 
added significantly, "their appears to bo 
some remarkable railroad men and bank- 
ers up at Montreal !" I\Ir. Sumner stated 
at tho end of his discourse that at aomo 
future time he wouhl resume the subject, 
and take up his journey from Quebec. 
He closed amid much applause.

The Educational System 

The St. John N. B. "Telegraph" al- 
ludes to, GUI' system of JEducatiou 
thus: — 

We do not remember to have seen 
any sijociftl noiico in tho prebS of the 
New School Act which camo into force 
in the I'rovince of Briti.sli Cohiniljia, 
on the 1st Ajiril last. It Ih desirable, 
however, tliat our people should bo 
kept fully iuforinod as to the progress 
made in providing forthe education of 
tho youth oftlio country in all parts of 
our young Dominion. Hence we sub- 
join a few particulars: 

The new Act provides for aBoard of 
Education of six members; a Superin- 
tendent of Education (-who is Chairman 
of the Board) at an annual salary of 
$2,000 and traveling expGusoR; the di- 
vision of tho Proviucc into School 
Districts ;tho aso of a uniform scries of 
text books prescribed by tho Board of 
Education; the uniform examination 
and licensing of three grades of teach- 
ers; the holding of annual school meet- 
ings early is January of each year; tho 
election of tiireo Trustees for each dis- 
trict; and all other provisions necessary 
to secure the privileges of education to 
all tho children of the province, with- 
out distinction of race or creed. 
Tho 25th section of the Act providea 
that — 

"All public schb'ols Established un- 
der the provisions of this Act, shall bo 
conducted upon strictly non-sectaiiau 
principles. Tlie highest morality shall 
be inculcated, but no religious dogmas 
or creed shall be taught." 

Thus, throughout tho Dominion, 
throughout tliis vast continent, tlu; 
work of educating tho people— all tho 
people — is tlio grand aim of Btatosinon 
and educationalists. We, in New 
Brunswick, must shoulder with willing 
hearts every burden necossar}' to rear a 
thoroughly good system of free schools. 
Our Ijoys !ui(l girls must be fully C(|uip- 
ped to meet their fellows of each of the 
Provinces and adjoining States, when 
they are called to the front in tho bat- 
tle of life. We have talent and energy 
enougli, only lob us see that wo give 
/jur people fair play. Our system of 
schools, which wo m.iy improve, but 
not destroy, is worthy of tho united 
suport of the people; and its benefits 
and blessing8,oi)on to all, are essential 
to our advancement and progress as a 
Province. Some of our contomporiea 
are iiiclin(!d to luako merry over the 
fact tliat Sir Francis Hincks has been 
elected to represent ii Vancouver con- 
stituency of mixed nationality. Let us 
take, caro that the young sister 
pi^oviricd on the Pacific does not lead 
New Brunswick in education .

— Tho benotits to be 
derived from subsoiliug n.re ho groat 
and varied, that no fanner should 
hesitate to provide liinisolf with a 
subsoil plow, and use it on evei-y pos- 
sible occasion. The uses for such an 
iinpleniect are many- One liorso can 
draw iu when at the depth of five or 
six inches only is taken which is suffi- 
cient for a commencement. A field 
may he subsoiled wholly by taking 
furrows one foot ajDait, and two acres 
a day may be gone over. If run in the 
rows in which corn, potatoes, turnips, 
or beans are to bo i)lanted, and acroKS 
in the check row, great benefit will be 
derived. Used, constantly in these 
ways, the farm will soon bo completely 
■ gone over, and tlie soil loosened to a 
j'depth of t\Yclve or fiftcen'inclies. In a 
few years tiiis loosening subsoil will 
become mellowod and may gradual I \ 
be brought to tho top and mixed with 
the surface soil, and all the advant* 
ago of deop plowing be gained ■Without 
any of the evil eft'ects which are so often 
expoiieiiced when tho raw subsoil is 
suddenly brought up.
